Two factors come to light, failures of a 
component are related to the square of the positive Z axis location of 
the part relative to ground level (i.e. on top of the tower) and then 
the infamous cube of the M factor (Murpy?) which relates to the 
possibility of having the correct replacement part with you during your 
first trip to the remote location.

Nice thread to read while busy rebuilding my computer after a hard drive 
sudden death. 


I've had my 606B and 8708 synchronizer along with a URM-25D and URM-25Ffor 
several years. Now what's curious about comparing the 606's with the 25's 
is how much they both do equally well, excluding the phase lock capability 
of the 606B. The 606 RF attenuator is very tight and good for making 
sensitivity measurements of hot receivers but the 25 will do an accepatable 
job for ordinary vintage receivers. The modulation capabilities of the 25's 
are the weakest link, only being useful to about 50% with acceptable 
distortion whereas the 606's (if properly maintained) will go right up to 
100% with low distortion which is a big help when working receiver AVC and 
detector induced distortion problems. Now the shocker, in my experience, is 
how poorly the 606's hold their dial calibrations over time but once well 
warmed up have excellent short term stability. JI attribute that to the 
large ceramic tubes the oscillator coils are wound on that change their 
moisture content significantly depending on the usage the generator gets - 
thus the practice of leaving them on all the time in regular use. The 606's 
use fully regulated B+ while the 25's do fairly will with capacitor-inductor 
pi filtering. The noise floor of the 606's is considerably better which is 
good for working on vintage hi-fi's. I prefer the precision of the 606 but 
I sometimes dust off one of my 25's when the pile of junque on the bench 
makes getting to the 606B impractical!

Hi all, 


Exactly a month ago I posted my request below: 


"I recently acquired a Hallicrafters SR-150 transceiver, which I thought 
would be a project radio. 

To my surprise, the transceiver works fine, except the meter is dead. 
Further checking the meter, I discovered that it's open. Short of trying to 
have the meter repaired, another option is to try to find another meter. 


So here is the question: Does anyone on the lists have a spare meter for the 
SR-150 or a junker SR-150 (or an SR-160 for that matter) for sale?" 


Thanks to all who replied and gave me suggestions regarding trying to fix 
the meter. 


Well, I opened the meter thinking it may be as simple as a disconnected wire 
from one of the terminals. 

I found that the top pivot of the movement - which is also the connection to 
the moving coil from the body of the magnet which is connected to one of the 
terminals - is missing completely. Not only that the moving coil is not 
connected, it's also not moving freely as it has no pivot. The pivot is 
nowhere to be found (I hoped maybe it just slipped out and it's rattling 
inside the meter...) so the meter is "terminal" ;-( 


Back to the drawing board: I still need a meter! 


If I can't find an original SR-150/160 meter, the next thing is to look for 
a similarly sized 0-1 mA meter.

Anchorites, 


Been attempting to get my first (of many :) boatanchors, 
a Collins R-388, up and running correctly. Have gone 
throught the entire alignment proceedure, and all is well 
except: the 500Kc IF gain appears to be low. 


To get 4V at the detector load, I need to inject about 150uV 
at the input to the 2nd mixer. The manual sez this voltage 
should be about 25-40 uV, so the gain is low by about 4-6X. 


Did a stage-by-stage gain measurement and found gains of: 


V107: 17 
V108: 85 
V109 120 


The first-stage gain appears to be low by just about the factor 
required to bring the IF sensitivity up to snuff. Tube pin 
voltages are close to nominal, I've carefully checked all of 

the components around 1103, including the center frequency and Q 
of the transformer windings, and all are OK. Bypass caps appear 
to be ok. Even tried loosening and re-tightening the V107 socket 
hardware. 


Anyone on the list ever measured the IF gains and have nominal 
values for them? Any ideas what might be going on?
